Is it worth it? 

“As my job search threatens — 
Ive gotten four rejections already 
— it’s kind of depressing, especially 
considering how much education 
costs today,” said Don Modica, 21, 
a senior who pays more than 
$18,000 a year to attend Notre 
Dame. 

Despite the cost, Americans 
increasingly prize a college degree. 

In 1990, one American in four had 
a bachelor’s degree or higher, the 
Census Bureau said. 

That’s up from one in five in 1984. 

But a diploma doesn’t always 
open the doors to high pay and 
security. 

“It isn’t like it used to be,” said 
Susan Miller, president of the 
Annandale, Va., job-placement firm 
Susan Miller and Associates Inc. 

“You have an edge to start, but 


it’s not the guarantee it used to be.” 

People with degrees in engineer- 
ing, computer science and other 
technical fields can get well-paying 
jobs when they graduate, Miller 
said. 

Everyone else is “out there in the 
job market competing with the 
high-school grads.” 

“If someone comes through college 
and they have no work experience, 
they’re clueless,” Miller said. 

We see college grads starting as 
receptionists.” 

The universities say the payoff 
comes several years later, as col- 
lege graduates are promoted past 
their less-educated colleagues. 

Whatever the field of study, col- 
leges and universities try to teach 
their graduates to work smarter, 
said Pat Riordan, dean of admis- 
sions at George Mason University 
in Fairfax, Va.

Despite cutthroat job markets, 
study shows diplomas do payoff 


“We are teaching them a way to 
synthesize and communicate at a 
much higher level than a student 
that just graduates from high 
school,” he said. 

“How is your money better 
spent?” Riordan asked. 

“I could have spent the money 
buying a fancy car and some more 
vacations ... but I think in the long 
run spending the money on educa- 
tion is investing in me.” 

The best-paying bachelor’s degree 
is engineering, worth $2,953 a 
month, according to the Census fig- 
ures. Social sciences graduates 
trail at $1,841 a month, and a lib- 
eral arts or humanities degree is 
worth $1,592 a month in earnings. 

But the biggest money goes to 
people with professional degrees, 
such as law or medicine. On aver- 
age, those people earn $4,961 a 
month extra. 


Speaking generally, Lee said he would agree 
that SAC is the organization that represents 
the students and their concerns, whereas 
BYUSA is the organization that organizes and 
designs services and activities.

“Maybe it won’t work, because if 
it doesn’t work then the votes 
aren’t there and it won’t happen,” 
Aspin said. Speaking hypothetical- 
ly, he added: “Bill Clinton will 
abide by his campaign pledge by 
doing an executive order and it will 
be overturned (if the votes aren’t 
there to sustain him) but he abided 
by his campaign pledge.” 

“But that’s really not what we’re 
trying to do here,” the secretary 
added. “We’re trying to change the 
policy.”

Sears tells 
employees 
Provo office 
to close last

Workers at the Provo Sears 
Telecatalog Center got a dose of 
good news Wednesday — sort of. 
The company’s national office told 
the Provo center it would stay open 
the longest, along with one other 
operation in the east. 

“Out of all the centers, ours and 
the Roanoke (Va.) center will be 
the last to close,” said Dina 
Hernandez, center manager in 
Provo. 

Asked about a time frame, 
Hernandez said no information had 
been given yet, but she expected to 
be told more in February. 

“We do have this whole year to 
phase out the catalog, though,” she 
said. 

Sears, Roebuck & Co. announced 
Monday it was dropping its trade- 
mark catalog from its retail plan, 
part of broad cost-cutting moves 
that will eliminate 50,000 jobs 
nationwide. 

Brent Drew of Provo City’s 
Economic Development was heart- 
ened by the news that the local 
center, which is only four years old, 
would still be around for awhile. 

“That’s good to hear,” he said. 
“Most of these people will know 
that (their job) is just for a limited 
amount of time, but it’s also good 
for us so we can help people get 
other jobs.” 

Drew said Tuesday that the clos- 
ing might put.a temporary glitch in 
Provo’s economy, but seemed more 
optimistic Wednesday. 

“With that extra time, we can 
look for other companies that can 
help fill that kind of employment 
need — part-time and second 
income. At the same time we can 
help some of them move into full- 
time employment,” Drew said. 

At least 45 percent of the center’s 
1,500 employees are students, 
Hernandez said. Nearly all of those 
attend BYU and Utah Valley 
Community College. 

With other centers closing nation- 
ally, the Provo center is looking at 
increased business until the cata- 
log business is phased out com- 
pletely. 

“We'll be handling the extra calls 
until the very end,” Hernandez 
said. 

The center already has recorded 
an increase of several thousand 
calls over the last two days, with 
customers calling in concerned 
about the situation. 

On an average Monday the 
Telecatalog center receives 
between 17,000 to 18,000 calls, but 
on Monday, after the announce- 
ment they received 26,000. 
Hernandez said. 

“I think a lot of the public is 
attached to the catalog. It’s a part 
of America, like baseball and apple 
pie,” Hernandez said.

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Fed chief sends mixed fiscal message 


WASHINGTON — Federal Reserve Chairman Alan Greenspan deliv- 
ered a mixed message to Congress on Wednesday, contending the coun- 
try has made progress in correcting major economic imbalances but say- 
ing “we are not out of the woods yet.” 

Greenspan came under heavy fire from Democrats seeking assurances 
that the central bank will not jeopardize President Clinton’s economic 
program by moving too quickly to push interest rates higher. 

The Fed chief made no commitments on future interest-rate decisions, 
although he was repeatedly pressed to cut rates further or at least 
refrain from pushing them higher. Even without those assurances, 
financial markets rallied on Greenspan’s comments. 

Clinton spokesman George Stephanopoulos said the new administra- 
tion viewed Greenspan’s comments as a positive sign that the Fed will 
play a cooperative role in the implementation of President Clinton’s eco- 
nomic program. 

Clinton told reporters Wednesday he doesn’t know if he can meet his 
goal of cutting the deficit by $145 billion by 1996 without raising taxes. 
He promised an answer when he delivers his economic program to 
Congress Feb. 17. 


U.N. slow to relieve ‘Restore Hope’ 


MOGADISHU, Somalia — U.S. special envoy Robert B. Oakley 
accused the United Nations on Wednesday of “dragging its feet”.on tak- 
ing over military command in Somalia from the United States. 

He said the United States and other nations were pressing U.N. 
Secretary-General Boutros Boutros-Ghali to name a respected indepen- 
dent mediator to help Somalia’s warring factions on the road to peace. 

Many relief officials also believe a commanding international figure is 
crucial to bringing a lasting peace to Somalia. 

Boutros-Ghali said he will resist deploying U.N. peacekeepers until he 
believes it is safe for them to operate. On Tuesday, Kofi Annan, the U.N. 
undersecretary, said only that “The planning for the transition to the 
United Nations is going smoothly.” 


Provo merchant arrested in Australia 


A Provo businessman facing felony charges was apprehended Tuesday 
in Australia. 

Jeffrey M. Roberts, 41, owner of Log Homes and Cabins is being extra- 
dited back to the United States to face charges which include 15 counts 
of theft by deception, 17 counts of communications fraud and one count 
of racketeering. 

Last November, Roberts allegedly collected down payments for struc- 
tures that were never built, said Teri Finch of the Utah County 
Attorney’ s Office. 

“When Mr. Roberts found out he had charges against him in November, 
he fled the country. He’s a wanted person. He’s a fugitive from justice, 
Finch said. 

His whereabouts were unknown until Tuesday when he was appre- 
hended in Sydney, Australia, on charges brought against him by officials 
there, Finch said.

Fast-food death blamed 
on undercooked beef

SEATTLE — It’s one of the worst 
nightmares a parent can have. 

Deadly bacteria infiltrates ham- 
burger. Undercooking at a popular 
fast-food chain fails to kill the bac- 
teria. Scores of people get sick and 
one child dies. 

Thousands of others wait with 
dread through an incubation period 
as long as a week and a half after 
consumption to see if they will 
develop the disease. For most, that 
period ended only Wednesday. 

The illness, called hemolytic ure- 
mic syndrome, was traced to Jack 
in the Box outlets in Washington, 
Idaho, Nevada and possibly 
California. It has produced symp- 
toms ranging from bloody diarrhea 
and intense abdominal pain to 
stroke-like bleeding in the brain 
and irreversible damage to 
intestines and kidneys. 

“To think that something like this 
can come from hamburger meat,” 
said Dean Forbes of Children’s 
Hospital, where most of the most 
severely ill youngsters have been 
treated. “It’s a nightmare for the 


Prison has 
more inmates 
than beds

Overcrowding at the Utah County 
Jail is a problem the sheriff's 
department is hoping to overcome; 
Wednesday marked the third day 
in two months the jail exceeded the 
capacity of 135 by more than 60 
inmates. 

An all-time high of 201 inmates 
were incarcerated on Wednesday, 
barely surpassing the previous 
record set on Jan. 24 of 200 
inmates. 

David Bateman, Utah County 
sheriff, said the jail doesn’t have 
enough beds to sleep that many 
inmates. When the jail runs out of 
beds, the alternatives for finding a 
place for all the inmates to sleep 
are limited. 

“We have to take a close look at 
the inmates incarcerated,” he said, 
“Inmates evaluated as posing the 
least amount of risk are moved to 
the minimum security area.” 

When the jail is this overcrowded 
it almost becomes a trade, as one 
inmate is incarcerated another 
needs to be let out. “Early releases 
for some classes of inmates is one 
option we have,” Bateman said. 
These include those awaiting trial 
that can’t afford bail, he said. 
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parents.” 

As many as 40,000 burgers were 
sold from potentially contaminated 
shipments, company and health 
officials said. 

As of Wednesday, Forbes said, 18 
patients in the hospital were being 
treated for infection by the coliform 
bacteria E. coli 0157:H7, including 
10 on kidney dialysis and one in 
critical condition. That is just one 
strain of the common E. coli bacte- 
ria. 

Foodmaker president Robert 
Nugent issued a_ statement 
Wednesday announcing a change 
in suppliers. 

Following news of the outbreak 
on Jan. 17, Jack in the Box 
replaced about 1,200 to 1,500 40- 
pound cases of potentially contami- 
nated burgers, including 700 cases 
in Washington state, Hancock said. 

The changes came too late, how- 
ever, for Michael Nole, 2, of 
Tacoma, who died Friday, and 
more than 200 people who have 
fallen ill over the past month. 

“Someone’s going to pay for this. 
It’s just not right,” said Joseph 
Nole, the toddler’s grandfather.

Governor represents 
Utahns, not PACs 


Gov. Mike Leavitt has overcome the skeptics in his first week as governor. 
Gubernatorial candidate Richard Eyre repeatedly attacked Leavitt throughout 
the campaign saying political action committee money would only serve in buy- 
ing the next governor. Eyre also stood ready at each press interview to disclose 
the types of PAC money Leavitt was accepting and from whom the money was 
coming. 

It seemed that Eyre was convinced Leavitt would only serve those from whom 
he received money during the race. But Leavitt has shown that such thinking is 
not the case. 

In his State of the State Address, Leavitt spoke on a new style of funding edu- 
cation which did not speak of an across the board pay increase for public school 
teachers, although Leavitt’s campaign received substantial funding from the 
Utah Education Association. The message came as a big surprise to the UEFA 
and many others. 

In the same week, Leavitt proposed forming a task force that would explore 
the options for health care reform. Although his campaign was funded in part 
by insurance companies, the task force will not have anyone to represent med- 
ical doctors nor medical insurance providers. Instead, the task force will be 
comprised of community citizens who will be looking for solutions for Utahns. 

A special interest group is a term used for corporations and individuals that 
see items as so important as to court public officials with money and other 
incentives in hopes of receiving special treatment from public officials. 

Leavitt seems to have chosen his own special interest — the people of Utah. 
The Daily Universe applauds his performance while only in his first few weeks 
in office. Leavitt has shown that the people are important to elected leaders 
and that special interest groups do not represent their constituency.

Hurray for Zoe Baird 


Looking back at one of this week’s top stories, the Daily Universe says hoorah 
for Zoe Baird. We believe Baird did the best for the nation by withdrawing her 
bid for U.S. Attorney General. 

Although President Bill Clinton still thinks she was the best choice, the 
American public thinks differently. A USA Today poll of 600 people showed 54 
percent felt Baird’s actions showed “she was above the law” in hiring illegal 
aliens. The poll also showed 59 percent felt the violation “undermines her abili- 
ty to enforce the country’s laws as attorney general.” 

The public saw the graveness of what she had done, although hiring illegal 
aliens is a rarely-enforced law. The “everybody does it” excuse wasn’t good 
enough. Baird said she and her husband made the mistake only in their anxi- 
ety of seeking good care for their son. When you cénsider Baird’s 1992 annual 
salary was $507,000 and her husband’s well paid income as a professor at Yale 
Law School, it wasn’t just a minor mistake. The bottom line is: the Bairds 
exploited two foreigners, stiffed the country in $12,000 in back Social Security 
taxes and penalties, plus they had to pay a $2,900 fine to the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service. 

Baird’s withdrawal brought noticeable embarrassment for Clinton in his first 
few days of office. Instead of looking for only women to fill the post, Clinton 
might have avoided the controversy by searching for qualified individuals. 
After all, he did promise “the most ethical administration in the history of the 
republic.” Americans voted for Clinton in high expectations that he would 
choose an attorney general who stood for “simple justice.” We believe the 
Clinton team knew picking a woman would ensure a new day for justice in 
America — but they forgot to look at the record for Baird’s respect for the law. 


Credit card fraud 
could hit you hard 


Credit card fraud is easier to commit in Utah than it should be. Trusting mer- 
chants, a high rate of honesty, and credit card holders who don’t take care of 
their cards and credit card slips combine to create an atmosphere where fraud 
is a whole lot easier than it ever should be. 

When’s the last time a merchant checked the signature on your credit card 
receipt against the one on the back of the card? Have you left your ATM 
receipts lying around the teller machine? Do you punch in your secret number 
for all to see, or worse yet, write it on the card? 

It’s easy to blame the lack of security on 
the poor merchants, but they are usually 
the victims here. They, and the banks, are 
the ones who ultimately get stuck with the 
bill. And, let’s make no mistake about it, 
they could toughen up security a bit. Some 
areas of the country require picture ID with 
credit cards. Others call in every transac- 
tion to check and see if the card is lost or 
stolen, and to see if the card holder actually 
has come credit to spend. 

But ultimately, the responsibility for the 
proper use of.a credit card belongs to the 
card holder. When a person agrees to accept 
a credit card, he or she takes on the responsibility to take care of the card and 
her/himself. Although the federal credit laws limit the amount of liability that a 
card holder can be held responsible for, it’s not the bank’s responsibility to 
check your statements. It’s yours. It’s your responsibility to take care of your 
statements, your cards, your life. If you’re stupid enough to leave your cards 
lying around where your crazy roommate can find them, don’t be surprised if 
you get some extra charges for things you never bought. 

College is a time for learning. Many merchants unfortunately learn that a lot 
of people can’t be trusted. It’s up to us to learn how to protect ourselves — and 
society — from the possibility of increasing credit card fraud.

Unborn rights 


To the editor: 

I am writing in response to the letter con- 
cerning abortion by Cynthia L. Hallen and 
the many other related letters regarding 
“defenseless babies,” printed in the Readers’ 
Forum in the past few months. First to 
clarify my position; I am not “pro-abor- 
tion,” but I am pro-choice. 

To me it is a shame that so many women 
choose abortion as a remedy for unplanned 
pregnancy. But’on the other hand, I can 
not condone the view that is held predomi- 
nantly here on the BYU campus (and, 
more generally, in the LDS culture) of 
removing that right. 

The argument that always follows such a 
statement is the one which asks, “Well, 
what of the rights of the baby?” This is the 
same basic argument Hallen used. 

I feel there needs to be some definition on 
the use of the word “baby” when speaking 
of the unborn. The Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-Day Saints does not recognize a 
fetus as a child. If a fetus during a regular 
pregnancy is miscarried, the “child” for 
want of a better title, is not shown on any 
records of the Church, nor is a fetus abort- 
ed for medical reasons. 

Life, according to the Church, begins only 
after the first breath has been taken. The 
Church itself is not a pro-life organization, 
and in fact is a very unwelcome member of 
the “pro-life” coalition because of its “liber- 
al” views on the matter. 

It allows abortion as remedies to rape, 
incest or to alleviate danger to the moth- 
er’s health. The pro-life position removes 
even these rights. If these cases of abortion 
are not considered, as Hallen puts it, 
“bloodshed” (she surely means murder), 
then no abortions can be labeled as such. 

Let those of us who consider ourselves 
either pro-choice or pro-life base those 
opinions not on religious or fanatical 
rhetoric, but rather on logic. And let both 
ade seek to preserve freedom of agency of 
choice.

Geoff Petrie, the Blazers’ senior vice president 
for operations, said it was unfortunate that Salt 
Lake City police had released the names of six 
players accused by the girls. 

“Hopefully today’s developments will help 
exonerate those that were unfairly accused,” he 
said. “We are pleased that all of the players 
have been completely vindicated of any criminal 
wrongdoing.” 

While investigators don’t believe any crime 
was committed, they don’t doubt that some sex- 
ual conduct occurred. 

“It’s been clearly established they did in fact 
consent,” Vuyk said. He said alcohol was pre- 
sent in the hotel rooms but the girls did not 
drink. 

Police had been investigating whether there 
was any coercion and whether the minors had 
been given alcohol. 

The trio claimed they tried to leave at one 
point but couldn’t find a ride home so they 
asked the players if they could stay the night, 
according to The Salt Lake Tribune. 

“They said the only way we could go up there

is if they could get something out of it,” one of 
the girls told the newspaper. “One of the guys 
told me that the only way we could stay there is 
if we had a threesome.” 

The investigation began after the three girls 
were arrested for shoplifting Sunday afternoon 
at a store in the mall. 

The father of one of the girls, interviewed 
anonymously on KUTV in Salt Lake, said his 
daughter told him “pointblank there was no 
rape.” 

The Deseret News on Wednesday quoted the 
father of one of the 16-year-olds as saying there 
was plenty of blame to go around. 

“The guys are guilty. The girls are guilty. The 
players should act like adults, though, and use 
common sense and be honest,” he said. He 
didn’t believe criminal charges should be filed. 

“Some indiscretion shouldn’t cause a national 
problem for the NBA,” he said. “I don’t think 
there was a rape.” 

One of the girls told the newspaper she 
intends to seek counseling “so that I can learn 
to say ‘no,’ basically.”
